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TOBACCO AFTER IT

LEAVES THE FARM.

It is a enrrent belief that by far the 
largest proportion of work required in the 
tobacco industry is) performed on the 
farms and plantations where it is grown, 


This is not true. The arrangements for 


its sale in Warehouses, the expert knowl 


edge of rehandlers which is required for 


usserting it into the various types de 


manded by the different nationalities, the 
equipment and machinery necessary for 
manufacturing it into a multitude of 
forms for consumption, the officials of the 
Various governments for the collection of 


taxes and for its sale in several of the 


foreign States where it is made a monop 


ely, and the large amount of transperta 


tion demanded for its distribution to the 


various quarters of the globe, make a 
sum total of human effort in the handling 


of this product not equalled in the distri- 


bution and consumption of any other 


product of the farm. The Mannfac 


turers’ Reeord proposes to vive one or 


more papers on the several operations or 


phases through which this produet passes 
from first hands to the consumers, to 
vether with some account of its commer 
cial importance and the part it plays in 
furnishing revenues to various govern 
ments. These articles will only appear 
as the necessary data may be collected. 
Every effort will be employed to make 
them readable, reliable and valuable, 
Preliminary to taking up the several 
subjects mentioned above a general re 
view of the production of tobacco and its 
manufacture in the United States may 
not be improper, as well as some state 
ment showing the exportation of Ameri- 
ean tobacco to the different countries of 
the world. The United States has a vir 
tual monopoly in the production of two 
of the greatest staples known to com 
meree, namely, cotton and tobacco. 
While tobacco is grown to some extent 
in many countries for home consumption, 
there are very few countries in which it 
forms ao commodity fer exportation. 
Leaving out Sumatra and Cuba, there is 


no other region on the globe exeept ou 


own country where it enters largely inte | 


the trade with foreign countries. Of the 
tetal quantity preduced in the United 
States, averaging now over SOO,000,000 
pounds, there were exported in manufac 
tured leaf for the calendar year Th02 
7.385 pounds; in stems and trim 
mings, 1751955 pounds—making a te 
tal of unmanufactured tobacco exported 
for the year of 364,069,340 pounds.

Destructive Wood Distillation. 
Mditor Manufacturers’ Record: 


Much interest has been manifested in 
the past few years regarding the manu 
facture of turpentine, tar and charcoal by 
the destructive distillation of pine wood, 


Such plants have been in existence for a 


long time, At first the object of the dis 


tiller was to obtain tar, and his method 


Was extremely crude. A pile of wood on 


the side of a hill was ignited and covered 


with turf and the tar flowed out at the 
bottom of the pile and there collected. [Im 
provements were gradually made until 


today we find somewhat complicated ap 
paratus for the production of not only tar, 
but turpentine, charcoal, alcohol and vari 
ous other products,
